The sun broke through the puffs 
of fleecy clouds and, as if on cue,

A bill that would set a maximum 
interest rate that could be charg- 
“ed on consumer credit is one of 
several key bills refrerred to the 
Business Legislation Committee, 
which I serve as chairman, The 
‘Business Legislation Committee is 
the busiest: Legislative Committee 
other than the Appropriation Com- 
mittee, ‘Last session over 170 bills 
came before Business Legislation. 
We expect bills on the Bottle Bill, 
Billboards, and a bill to allow a 
charge on bank credit ‘cards along 
- with many other affecting business 
regulations of all kinds. - 

“‘T also serve on the Labor com- 
mittee, the committee I was chair- 
‘man of Jast session, and this has 
helped me to keep my perspec- 
tive on how business. affects labor 
and vice versa. For example, one 
pill now being studied by the La- 
bor Committee would allow chang- 
es in the Workers Compensation 
Jaw, which is one of the costli- 
est in the nation. We ‘will also hear 
bills on allowing binding arbitra- 
tiow: for public employees and/or 
the provision to strike, There will 
also be many unemployment bills. 

Few taxpayers realize just how 
great the legislative load is each 
time we begin a new session at the 

State House. In this year’s ses- 
sion, for example, we expect to 
have to review and pass judgement 
on close to 2,000 bills, generated 
% in the House and Senate. Some of 
the hardest battles are fought over 
bills involving money because your 
interest, your pocketbook as a 
taxpayer, is at stake. The will of 
the majority will prevail. And in 
the Maine Senate,. the Republicans 
hold: the majority and will use 
this strength in what they strongly 
believe is in the best interest of 
the majority of the electorate. 
Some bills are less controversial 
than others, And some would ap- 
pear to answer a long-felt need to 
do something about urgent prob- 
lems. One is proliferation of drug 
abuse at a younger and younger 
age. This is one of the horrors 
that too many parents have to face 
today. One of the bills addressing 
this problem is an act to prohibit 
the sale and use of drug parapher- 
malia—pot pipes and other devices 
ehcouraging the’ Wdéeof dings: Oiid 
uf its provisioris makes delivery 
of drug paraphernalia to a child 
by an adult a special offense. So 
is publication or commercial ad- 
vertisements—in comic boks or 
wherever—promoting the sale of 
drug paraphernalia, If this bill is 
approved it 1s hoped it will help 
to limit the tamptation of young 
people to fail into the trap of tak- 
ing drugs. 
fine of the most controversial 
bills proposed is one that calls for 
a momtent of silence for meditation 
at the commencemént of classes 
in the public schools. As a co- 
sponsor of this bill, I am aware 
of the need for separation of 
church and state. This bill does 
not intend to promote any religion. 
Jt does intend to promote a sense 
of discipline and morality in one 
minute of quiet meditation. Sure- 
Jy that is not too much to ask. 
I think every teacher would wel- 
come it, atid so Would most pa- 
rents. If you would like to express 
‘your opinion about this bill, drop 
me a note or give me a call, 
A lot of concern has been voiced 
‘ about the state’s maintenance of 
‘ roads this winter.

The complexity of our progreés- 
sive tax code has given risé to 
unintended ‘penalties’ that create 
tnequal circumstances for thou- 
sands of taxpayers. One such pen- 
alty that hag received 4 great 
deal of attention recently is the 
“Smarriagé penalty.” 

I have co-sponsored legislation 
is eliminate the marriage tax 
penalty by allowing married in- 
dividuals the option of filing sep- 
arate tax returns using the rate 
schedtle for single persons. Un- 
der the current tax structure, the 
total tax for two wage earners fre- 
quently irieréases upon marriage, 
thereby creating a disincentive 
for martiage, although love usual- 
ly proves strofiger than the tax 
paynietits. For example, a couple 
earning combined gross incomes 
of $20,000, i which the husband 
earns $15,000 and the wife eartis 
$5,000, pays $150 more in tax than 
paid by single pérsons earning the 
Same incomé in thé same propdr- 
tions. 

Whether or not love conquers the 
LR.S., it is still unfair for such 
a penalty to exist in the tax codes, 
In 1969, when Congress lowered 
the rate schedules for sitigie per- 
sons, it inadvertently raised the 
maitiage tax pehalty that ocetrs 
when both spouses earn incoiies. 
Moreover, the dramatic social 
changes that havé taken place in 
the last two decadés have added 
to the impact of the marriage tax 
penalty, Im 1950, only 18% oF wives

Inauguration 

Last week’s Presidential inaugu- 
ration is one of the events which 
ali Americans take for granted and 
which, at the same time repre- 
sents one of the most unique as- 
pects of our democratic republic. 
The orderly transfer of power, ia 
accordance with the expressed will 
of the people, from one Adminis- 
tration to another. 

The simultaneous, minute-by- 
minute supense of the release of 
our fellow citizens. from their 14- 
month-long captivity at the hands 
of the revolutionary Iranian gov- 
ernment heightened both the ten- 
sions of the day and the sense of 
national renewal and hope that are 
always part of a Presidential in- 
auguration. 

The coming months and years 
will test the new Administration, 
the Congress, and the American 
people. 

We must overcome the inflation- 
ary pressures within our econom- 
‘ic structure. We must develop and 
put into place a long-term and re- 
liable way to provide a job for 
every American willing and able 
to work. And we must deal imag- 
inatively and compassionately with 
the changing face of our own pop- 
ulation—as it ages, as it moves 
from. larger cities, as its skills 
respond to the challenge of high 
technology work. 

Internationally, we must main- 
tain our strong relationships with 
our allies, but we must make 
them understand that alliance in- 
volves shared obligations as well 
as shared wealth.

ATTORNEY GENERAL WARNS > 
MAINE. RESIDENTS TO BEWARE 
OF OIL REBATE SCHEME 


Attorney General James E. Tier- 
ney has warned Maine residents 
to beware of a rebate scheme be- 
ing promoted by an Alabama com- 
pany called the Retail Oil Associ- 
ation. This company is attempting 
to place advertisements in Maine 
newspapers ‘offering to return 50 
cents for each gallon of gasoline, 
diesel oil, propane or home heat- 
ing oil purchased in 1981. To par- 
ticipate, the consumer is required. 
to pay a $5.00 fee in advance. 

The Attorney General stated that 
the company is currently under 
investigation by tlie Alabaiia At= 
torney General and the Postal Au- 
thorities and that the Federal De- 
partment of Energy has never 
heard of the company or its rebate 
program, 

Alabama officials indicate that 
the advertisement is being publish- 
ed throughout the nation but com- 
pany officials have been unable 
to explain how the program will 
work, 

Therefore, Maine residents are 
urged to use caution and to avoid 
sending money until the company 
demonstrates that it has sufficient 
funds to make rebates.

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Misconceptions About 
Solar Heating 

As with any new technology, the 

development of solar heating sys- 
tems has *spawned a variety of 
misconceptions, 
" Fortunately, many of these mis- 
conceptions are slowly being’ dis- 
pelled as solar energy becomes 
an important part of our lives. 
With fuel prices soaring, thousands. 
of consumers are actively seeking 
fo learn more about solar energy. 
as an effective alternative to con- 
yentiorial home heating methods. 

But the fact remains that the 
majority of Americans still envi- 
sion solar homes. as brand new, 
awkward-looking buildings found 
exclusively in the Sun Belt. Iron- 
jeally, this popular concept of the 
solar. home contains three com- 
mon misconceptions about. solar 
heating. 

First, solar heating systems are 
not restricted to new buildings. 
Most existing homes can be “re- 
trofitted” “with either active or 
passive heating systems. Because 
of their simplicity in design, pas- 
sive solar heating desigtis are 
proving especially popular for use 
im older homes, either in terms of 
an attached solar room or as 
part of a remodeling plan. ;

While it is true that the 
hallmark of a home with an active 
solar heatirlg system, is its roof 
eollectors, most architects’ today 
are incorporating these collectors 
jnto a home’s architectural styling, 
The result is usually hahdsome 
and appealing. 

Passive solar homes, on the 
other hand, look very similar 
to non-solar homes. While active 
solar homes require hardware 
and exterior attachments, pas- 
sive systems use the building it- 
self to collect and distribute 
heat—through design techniques 
and the building’s. orientation 
foward the sun. In fact, some of 
the most popular passive designs 
can be found in Cape Cod, colo- 
nial and raised-ranch style 
homes that differ little from 
their ‘nori-sélar counterparts. 

The third common tnisconcep- 
tion about solar homes is that 
they are usually found in the Sun 
Belt, The underlying misconception 
‘here is that solar heating is ap- 
plicable only in regions where the 
sun shines virtually every day. 
In reality, solar energy systems 
can be sed effectively in every 
part of the country, regardless of 
climatic conditions. In fact, solar 
heating systems remain as effec- 
tive a way to reduce fuel consump- 
dion in Maine as in Arizona. 

As more and moré solar homes 
are being built around the coun- 
try, Americatis ate taking the 
opportunity to tour these struc- 
tures and learn exactly how solar 
energy can be harnessed to effec- 
tively heat and cool our homes.
